Church of God in Orangeburg, S. C., 
Constructs Beautiful Brick 
Church and Sets New 
Record in Sunday 
School 


Five and a half years ago, Rev. L. W. 
McIntyre, then overseer of South 
Carolina, assigned me to pastor the 
Church of God in Orangeburg. When 
we came here we found the church 
badly in need of a new building. The 
' old building was a very badly dilapi- 
dated wooden structure that was on 
the verge of being condemned. The 
church had a small building fund and 
was hoping some day to build a new 
church. 

After serving as pastor for 
a year and a half, with very 
little being said about a new 
building, I was impressed of the 
Lord to call the brethren together and 
see what could be done. These were 
war days and the enemy fought hard 
against a building program at that 
time; but, thank God, the Spirit didn’t 
lead us wrong and we prevailed and 
came out victorious over the enemy. 
Standing on the same plot of ground 
where the old wooden building stood 
is a beautiful brick veneer building, 
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valued at approximately $30,000. The 
building is 91x38 feet, built in a T 
shape, with a two-story Sunday School 
department. There are eleven Sunday 
School rooms, ladies’ lounge, room for 
pastor’s study, and two rest rooms. It 
has plastered walls, beautiful pine 
floors, a large rostrum, with elevated 
choir behind the pulpit, and a new 
piano. The church has a seating ca- 
pacity of 350. We have beautiful facto- 
ry made pews, installed at the cost of 
$2,800. 

God has wonderfully blessed us. We 
had sixty-six members when the 
church was erected. Now we have 118 
members. We are on the air each 
Sunday morning from 8 to 8:30. 
Through the result of this broadcast 
the church is becoming more widely 
known in this section of our fine state. 
We have been highly commended by 
the ministers and businessmen of this 
city for the fine work we have ac- 
complished. 

The group picture is our Sunday 
School of June 12, 1949. We set an all- 
time record attendance with 282 pres- 
ent, the previous record being 213. The 
gentleman holding the Sunday School 
register is Brother R. B. Dickson, the 
proud and happy superintendent of 
this fine group. Standing at the left, 
holding the baby of the family, along 
with Sister Newport, is the proud and 
happy pastor of this fine church. I 
have the longest service record of any 
previous pastor. We extend an invita- 
tion to our many friends to visit our 
church.—A. F. Newport, Pastor. 

Editor’s Notes: It has been my 
pleasure to be acquainted with the 
good pastor and this great church for 
a number of years. I rejoice with 
Brother Newport and the good mem- 
bers over this outstanding success that 
they have realized, and I know that 
the Evangel family is delighted with 
this beautiful picture of the church 
that graces the front cover.

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The Bible has quite a bit to say about the use of man’s 
inands in connection with ministerial and Christian duty, 
put does the Bible authorize human hands of ministers 
or laymen to impart the baptism of the Holy Ghost to 
others? Well, let us see. 
1. Jesus said, “They shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover,” Mark 16:18. That isn’t it! 
(a) The disciples ordained seven deacons by laying their 
hands on them, but they didn’t receive the Holy Ghcs:3, for 
they were already good men full of the Holy Ghost (Acts 
b:5, 6). They received nothing more than ordained au- 
ority to exercise their duties as deacons. 

2. The twelve that received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost at Corinth. Notice the reading of that experience, 
‘And when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them.” You will note that it does not say 
yhen, as, or at the laying of Paul’s hands upon them they 
eceived the Holy Ghost, but when Paul had; then, or after 
e had laid his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came 
bn them. That is, after Paul had instructed them, re- 
baptized them, he further encouraged them by laying 
his hands on them, and, no doubt, praying for them to 
eceive the Holy Ghost. After this, perhaps while all were 
ejoicing and praising God, the Holy Ghost came upon 
hem—as sent by Jesus from the Father, just as He did 
pn the 120. 
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ae 1 3. Let us take the words of Joel: “And it shall come to 
—n pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit upon all 
~ : esh,” Joel 2:28. Who was to pour out the Holy Ghost?

41 (d) Jesus said again, “And, behold; J send the promise of 
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my Father upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until, ye be endued with power from on high,” Luke 24.49. 
He would do what? Send the promise—Holy Ghost (Acts 
2:39)—upon them? “J will send Him directly,” not second- 
ly, but first hand, “upon you.” 

6. Luke’s report of Pentecost: “And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance,” Acts 2:2-4. 
Do you find an intermediary here? Is there anything to 
indicate in the least that the eleven were first baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and then imparted to the other 109? 
Further, can one see this group of 120 taking turn about 
imparting the Holy Ghost to each other? No. The sign to 
all that the Holy Ghost had come upon everyone was the 
“cloven tongues like as of fire,” and the proof that the Holy 
Ghost had filled each of them, unaided, was his own 
speaking. So the 120 were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
because they tarried until He came. That is still one re- 
quirement. 

7. Cornelius’ household: Acts 10:44-47, “While Peter yet 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. And they of the circumcision which be- 
lieved were astonished, as many as came with Peter, 
because that on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For they heard them’’speak with 
tongues, and magnify God.” This incident refutes two 
schools of thought at once: (a) The school that theorizes 
that it was by the laying on of the apostles’ hands only 
that the Holy Ghost was given, and that when the last 
apostle died that was the end of receiving the Holy Ghost. 
(b) The theory that you no longer have to tarry, but have 
some certain individual lay their hands on you and im- 
part the Holy Ghost to you. Though the purpose may be 
sincere, let me repeat that this is a method of streamlining 
Christ’s plan and is dangerous to its adherents and prop- 
agators. No one is justified in advocating or suggesting 
methods and means of-receiving any spiritual experience 
that would appear to be easier and quicker than Christ 
Jesus Himself established, and, after all, which could 
never be genuine. Then, after all, what cpuld be easier 
and quicker than the experience before us? “While Peter 
yet spake .. . the Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word.” Could they have received the Holy Ghost any 
easier or quicker had Peter gone about laying his hands 
on them? No, indeed not! 

8. The Samaritan: Acts 8:14-17, “Now when the apostles 
which were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the word of God, they sent unto them Peter and 
John: who, when they were gone down, prayed for them, 
that they might receive the Holy Ghost: (For as yet he 
was fallen upon none of them: only they were baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus.) Then laid they their 
hands on them, and they received the Holy Ghost.” The 
order here is, Peter and John prayed for these Samaritans 
that they might receive the Holy Ghost, and, while pray- 
ing for them, they did just what we do many times to en- 
courage the seekers, laid their hands on them and they 
received the Holy Ghost—not because they laid their 
hands on them, for certainly the Holy Ghost (Spirit) can- 
not be handled with mortal hands, 

To substantiate this we need consider no further proof

PANAMA 


The following is an excerpt of letter 
from Brother and Sister Angvick, Panama. 


This week we have commenced re- 
vival services at Gatun Cello, which is 
on the Trans-Isthmian Highway. The 
only means of transportation for the 
saints in this area, who live in the 
near-by hills is either walking or 
horseback, and yet they come for 
miles around. A goodly number are 
staying near the church during the 
revival, and it is wonderful to see their 
spirit of cooperation in cooking and 
how they commence services early in 
the morning by hours of prayer, and 
many are fasting. These are Spanish- 
speaking natives, who are very dark, 
almost like the West Indians. They are 
supposed to come from the slaves that 
the pirate Morgan brought along with 
him when he sacked and burned Pan- 
ama City. At any rate, they are pre- 
cious people, and usually when they 
are once saved they are very earnest 
and have a great zeal for God. We 
have already held revivals at the 
Chorillo Spanish church and at Ped 
Regal with good results. Next, we are 
commencing revivals at Colon with the 
English-speaking West Indians. Also, 
we are planning to send Brother 
Castaneda to our Indian work at 
Garachini, which is about 175 miles by 
water, and water travel is slow, as one 
must go by sloop, that always ships 
plenty of water when there is a breeze 
blowing. Nevertheless, the Lord has 
been very gracious in that area in that 
many souls have found the Lord. This 
area is literally filled with mosquitoes 
and swampy land, and as yellow fever 
has broken out down here, it may be 
that authorities will require inocula- 
tion before going to that area. 

Brother and Sister DeSouza are do- 
ing a good work up at Concepcion in 
the Chiriqui Province, with a goodly 
number of souls being saved in their 
meetings, held in the various towns 
and on the plantations belonging to

Crossing Jordan was typical of sanc- 
ication, or full salvation. Crossing 
he river was an entirely different 
xperience to that of crossing the Red 
bea. We firmly believe and maintain 
hat sanctification is an experience 
bsequent to the new birth. In other 
yords, we do not believe that we are 
born again and sanctified at the 
ame time any more than we believe 
hat the children of Israel crossed the 
Red Sea and the Jordan River at the 
ame time.

twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel,’ Matthew 19:28. 

Here is positive proof that the 
apostles were born of the Spirit before 
the day of Pentecost. The new birth, 
and conversion are identical. When a 
man repents of his sins, God for 
Christ’s sake pardons him, and at the 
same time he is renewed or regenerat- 
ed. Justification is an act of mercy on 
God’s part. God is the justifier. The 
Holy Ghost is the regenerator. When 
God pronounces a man free from guilt 
or blame, the Spirit performs the oper- 
ation. 

The same apostles who were follow- 
ing Jesus in the regeneration needed

to be sanctified. Therefore, Christ 
prayed: “Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth,” John 17:17. 
The very fact that Jesus prayed for 
them to be sanctified is proof that 
they were not sanctified when they 
were saved. He prayed that they might 
be sanctified subsequent to their new 
birth. He prayed that they might have 
it as an experience—“That they all 
may be one; as thou Father, art in me, 
and I in thee, that they also may be 
one in us: that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me,” John 17:21. 
Sanctification delivered them from 
that something that was keeping them 
from being one. 

They must have been sanctified be- 
fore they received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost for the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is not a work of grace. It is 
an enduement of power from on high, 
Luke 24:49. Yes, the one hundred and 
twenty men and women were sancti- 
fied before they were filled with the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. 
They were all with one accord in one 
place, Acts 2:1. They had that ONE- 
NESS that Jesus prayed and planned 
for them to have, John 17:21. “And 
they worshipped him, and returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy,” Luke 24:52. 
Regeneration brings joy; sanctifica- 
tion brings great joy; and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost brings full joy. 

Being thus unified and sanctified, 
“they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them the 
utterance,” Acts 2:4. 

Then Peter said—“The promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord your God shall call,” Acts 
2:39.

If we live right (I mean sure enough 
right), some people will think less of 
us than they do of a dog. Many had 
much rather care for a poodle dog 
than an orphan child. “We are made 
as the filth of the world, and are the 


offscourings....I write not these 
things to shame you, but as my be- 
loved sons I warn you....for they
